The powder charge Is 140 
pounds of smokeless powder, and the 
muzzle velocity of tbe projectile la 
2,300 fee* lo a second.

All 
are mounted behind sections of a para ' 
pet. anil the four pieces represent one 
gun of each type used 111 sencoast fort I- | 
II cations. 

To tbe left of the great twelve-inch 
disappearing gun will be exhibited the 
old sencoast ordnance of the United 
States, arranged lu a historical series, 
tbe twelve-inch gun Itself representing 
the climax. Near the small building 
e|>eclally constructed for this puriiose 
will lie displayed tbe mountain, Held 
and siege guns of tbe present day, to- 
gether with types of old guns used In 
the different wars In wliicb tbe United 
States have been engaged. 

The Ordnance exhibit will ‘show tbe 
historical development of ordnance In 
the United States, a gun representing 
type adopted by tlte United 
States and showing tbe etolotlon of 
■ mortars aud howitzer*. Among 
the howitzers will he one made In 17U3. 
There will also tie thirty or forty tro- 
phy guns, displayed according to |ieri- 
od of rupture. A novel feature will be a 
trophy fountain, representing a burst- 
ing shell, with water spouting from Ita 
crevices. This will be mounted on a 
pile of projectiles, surrounded by tro- 
phy guns. 

The Inrgesl guus mounted In any of 
our scaeonst batteries during tbe war 
were twenty-four pounders, tbe 
diameter of bore being less than six 
Inches and tbe weight of guns 0.500 
They were a little over ten 
feet long, nnd the powder charge was 
six and eight |K>uuds of black powder. 

' They were mounted upon wooden car- 
riages. In 1820 the thirty-two pootider, 
with a caliber of 0.41 Inches, using a 
charge of eight to ten pounds of black 
imwdcr, wns adopted, and In 1831 tho 
forty-two pounder, with a caliber of | 
sever, iuches nnd using ten to fourteen 
pounds of black powder, came Into use. 
In 1844 the eight and ten luch Coluin- 
blads tired n shot weighing slxty-flrs 
pounds and used a charge of tell to fif- 
teen pounds of black powder. The ten- 
I Inch shot weighed 12U pounds, and the 
powder charge was eighteen and twvn- 
i ty pounds. 

I In 1801 the first fifteen-inch Rodman 
1 guti wns cast These guns were 
smoothbores of cast Iron. Tho process 
| of manufacture was evolved by Gen- 
eral Rodman, who, to prevent Injuri- 
ous strains produced by cooling east- 
ings from the exterior, cast these guns 
on a hollow core and cooled by a 
stream of water or air passing through 
i the core. Rodman's fifteen-inch gun 
; fired a shot weighing 428 pounds with 
j a charge of forty pounds of black pow- t 
] dor and wus tbe first great gun Intro- 
duced In modern times In any service.

Niggers can he shot at any time 
Hunters in search ol this game are 
also allowed to use a stuffed club or 
butcher knife. 

If any man is caught drinking wat 
er it is a sign that he is no gentle 
man, and may be executed with what 
ever weapon is nearst at hand. 

Colonels may be shot with impunity 
at any time, while a iquirrel gun is 
recommended for dispatching majors 
I and captains.
